Shanai Rebels.

MANY PRISONERS TAKEN. 
Canton, Last Night. . 

The Kuominchun made a sud- 
den attempt to assault the Na- 
tional defence in Liuho at mid- 
night on August 20, The en- 


counter Insted to the following 
day, when reinforcements: of the 
Nationalists under Hsu Hei- 
hstang and Chen Chi-cheng  ar- 
rived upon the scene and succeed. 


ed in defeating the rebels under 
Shih Yu-sen and Sun Tso who re- 
treated in disorder, being closely 
pursued by the Nationalists, 

After repeated victorics, the 
National troops on the Lung-Hai 
and Ping-Hren line have been ablo 
to. join forces along Taikong and 
Fukou, and are now advancing to- 
ward Chenliu and Tunghsu. 

Kiangsi Situation. 

In order to put the troops to 
one supreme command, General 
Ho Ying-ching, the War Minister, 
has instructed that all forces low 
reinforcing Kiangsi are to’ be 
placed under the direct control of 
Chairman Lu Te-ping. 

According to ua wire dated 
August 22 from Chairman Lu, 
the Reds under Mao Tsak-tung, 
fleeing in tho direction of Wuling, 
are likely to threaten ~Hsaushui, 
and the Hunan and Hupeh 
authorities have been requested 
to despatch troops for their inter- 
ception. 

The Hankow F.H.Q. have noti- 
fled the authorities of the Hupch, 
Hunan -and Kiangsi  provinces| 
that they are to send their re- 
spective commissioners of civil 
affairs to attend a meeting which 
is to take place on August 27 at 
Hankow. The ways and meang 
for the joint suppression of Reds 
will be brought up for discus- 
sion at, the meeting—Canton 
News Agency. 

* Rival “Victories” Questioned. 
Peking, Yesterday. 

Foreign reports are that the 
Nanking forces have not yet ad- 
vanced northward of Tsinanfu, 
thus giving the Shansi troops 
more than a weck to reinforce and 
reorganise their forces northward 
of the Ycllow- River, 

Rival claims of victories on the 
Lunghai front are discounted ‘in 
reliable foreign quarters, where 
it is believed that the grourd is 
too waterlogged for heavy fight- 
ing at present.—Reuter, 

Nanking Plans, 
Nanking, Thursday. 

According to military circles 
the National left and right wings 
crossed the Yellow River from 
Pingyin and Tasingcheng, both 
having 'Techow as their objec- 
tive. Tho Shansi insurgents In 


[| Yueheng and Pingyuan have be- 


gun to withdraw northwards. 
There are at present two divisions 
of Nationalists on the northern 
bank of the Yellow River in 
close pursuit of the Shansi rebels, 
The vanguard of the central 
column have arrived at Yencheng, 
south of Yucheng. 

With the capture of Litsin on 
the north coast of Shantung, tho 
right flank of the. Nationalists 
rapidly advancing succeeded in 
eupturiny Fengkuochen on the 
night of August 20. Tho main 
body of the insurgents have re- 
treated in the direction of Wuting 
and Weimin. The troops under 
Li: Wen-hin and Tsao Fu-lin are 
how rounding up the Shansi rem- 
nants along the banks of*' the 
Yellow River, 

Fate of Prisoners, 

A large number of Shanst pri- 
soners were transported on 
August 20 from Tsinan and Yen- 
chow to Hauchow and Pengpu for 
tho detention camps, to be Inter 
drafted into the Nationalist 
forces. 

Tho tat and 8rd training divi- 
sions were transferred from the 
Tain-Pu line to the Lung-Hai line, 
via Hauchow, on the 20th. Tho 
Shantung foreca commanded by 
Ma Hung-kuel aro now undor 
orders to proceed to tho western 
sector of Bhantung for patrolling 
duties.

Youag General to Side Agaizst the , 


Nationalists. 


(From Qur Own Correspondent.) 

- Peking, Yesterday. 

In view of their critical posi- 
tion as a result of the abandon- 
ment of Tsinanfu, the leaders of 
the Northern coalition are intend- 
ing again to single for the help of 
General Chang Hsuch-liang, the 
leader of the Manchurian Govern- 
ment, hy offering him “na great 
concern” which includes the fol- 
lowing terms :— 

(1).—A de facto Government, 
which is formed and participated 
by all responsible political and 
military groups (certainly except- 
ing Nanking), regardless of poli- 
tical ideas, be immediately set 
up at Peking. : 

Kuomintang. to Go. 

This means that the Govern- 
ment in question will entirely get 
rid of the Kuomintang party con- 
trol and all bickering over the 
problem of party legitimacy will 
be laid aside. 

(2).—The Fengtiencse Army 
be mobilised in China Proper for 
the purpose of co-operating with 
the Shansi-Kuominchun forces 
gpainst Nanking. 

“Northern Coalition. 

A special delegation of the 
Northern - Coalition, including 
Messrs, Chen Kung-po, Tan Chin 
and Sih To-pit, are reported to 


have proceeded to Peitaiho to see|’ 


the young Manchurian _ general 


for this purpose. . They carry 
with them a personal Ietter joint- 
ly signed. by Mr. Wang Ching-wel 
and Marshal Yen Hsi-shan for 
addressing to him. we 4 
Policy of Neutrality. 

According to the opinion of 
the Northern political. quarters, 
General Chang Haueh-lang has 
really inclined to abandon his 
policy of neutrality and to take 
a positive step to side with the 
anti-Nanking Coalition. It is al- 
leged that the recent rebellion 
nt ‘Pcituiho . was engineered by 
Nanking. — which, therefore, 
actuates the young General to 
take a positive step against Nan- 
king. 


the Nationalists is now taking 
steps to disurm Shih’s forces. 

General Chao Kuan-tao of the 
Nationalist 6th division has sent 
workmen to the Lung-Hai front 
to repair the canals along the line, 
preparatory to x Nationalist 
offensive on the Kuominchun at 
Kaifeng. ; 

‘ A Biz Offensive. 

The order for a, big offensive on 
the Lung-Hal tine will be issued on 
August 24, says a wire from 
Shanghai. The outcome will de- 
termine the situation on this line, 

Feng Yu-hsiang has appointed 
General Lu Chung-lin as C,-in-C, 
of the centre column on the Lung- 
Hai line; Sun Ticn-ying as 
C.-in-C. of the right wing and 
Shih Yu-san as C.-in-C, of tho left 
wing; and General Liu Yu-fen as 
C.-in-C, in charge of the defence 
of all the strategic pointy on the 
Ping-Han line. The first three 
generals will. take the offensive 
while the last will’remain on the 
defensive. 

In order to strengthen the de- 
fence on the Ping-Han Jino,.Feng 
Yu-hsiang ‘has — teldgrdphically 
ordered the transfer — of 
the Shensi troops under Cheng 
Yoh-hsou and Chth Yi-chi to pro- 
ceed {mmediately to Chengchow.

(A British Wlreloss message 
recelved here on Tucaday stated 
that the Duke ‘of Northumberland 
became seriously ill after under- 
going an operntion and {t was 
pronosed to strengthen his condi- 
tion by blood - transfusion, but 
this was abandoned after many 
tests to find one of the British 
Red Cross Soctety’s volunteers 
with blood compatible with that 
of the Duke. All the tests re« 
voaled that the blood, including 
that of Earl Percy, the Duke's 
elder son, was not suitable, It 
was stated-by an official of the Bri- 
tish Red Cross Blood Transfusion 
Service that the situation which had 
urisen-In the Duke's case was: un- 
common. <A message from the 
srme source received on Wednes- 
day stated that the Duke had 
mado -alight. improvement and 
blood transfusion was no longet 
considered advisable.)

Alan Ian Percy, the elghth Duko 
of Northumberland, was born on 
April 17, 1880, and as the cldest 
surviving son of the seventh Duke 
succeeded his father in 1918. His 
mothor was Lady Edith Campbell, 
dayghter of the eighth» Duke of 
Argyll. She died in 1918. 

The eighth Duke of Northumber- 
Innd married’ In 1911 Lady Helon 
Gordon-Lennox, C.B.E., youngest 
daughter of tho seventh Duke of 
Richmond, who survives him. They 
had four sons und two daughters, 
the hein being Earl Percy who was 


‘born on July 16, 1912, 


Tho Dukedom of Northumberland 
was crented In 1766, tho holder of 
the title being also Earl of North- 
umberland, Baron Warkworth 
(created 1749), Earl of Beverley 
(created 1790) Lord Lovaine, Baron 
of Alnwick (created 1784), and 
Lord Licutenant .of Northumber- 
land. Tho title of Earl Porcy (the 
family title whieh fs held by tho 
heir) was also crented fn 1766. | 

Tho lato Duke was mado a K.G, 
in 1926, and G.B.E.-and M.V.O. in 
1919. He was a Brov. ‘Licut.-Col 
of the Gronadicy Guards, nnd as 2 
CAptain fn the ramo rogiment ho 
served in the South African War 
1901-2, recelving the Queen's Meda) 
with four clasps. Ho also.took part 
in the campaign at Soudan In 1908 
when he ‘received the Egyptian 
Modal with clhap. In $he European

The resolution passed by a num- 
ber of prominent bankers, finun- 
clera, and business mon. in. the 
ulty. and formally publiated on 
the subject of fiscal policy docs 
not toprosent a sudden ‘change of 
Wow. but a trend of opinion that 
haa long been apparent to ob- 
servors In the city. This trend 
has not beet confined to those 
who have taken part In the pri- 
vate discussions ont  Hambro’s 
Bank, but is shared by an in- 
creasing number of men in evary

Othor coun- 
tries with smaller ‘debt burdens, 
lower taxation, lower costs of 
Government, smaller social 
charges, are able tu produce goods 
cheaper than British manu factur- 
ers, with the’ reault, for ‘Instance, 
that a substantial amount of Iron 


and steel is nowadays imported 
Into thls country tn spite of tho 
fact thot our iron and steel worka 
are nble to supply the whole of 
the requirements of this country, 
and that foreign cotton goods now 
fnvade this market In competl- 
tion with Lancashire, which once 
had a monopoly, at any rate of 
the domestic market. , od 

This country was formerly ona 
of the chenpest countries to live 
in; now it is one of the dearest. 
Although wheat and wool are 
down to the pre-War level , tho 
price of bread and of clothes Is 
substantially higher. The cause 
of thls is to be found in the vast 
creation of debt and fn the legis- 
lative Imposition of enormously 
increased charges upon industry. 
Some of tha more thoughtful busl- 
ness men perceive that owing to 
certain social legtalation people 
in this country are no longer able 
renlly to purchase in the cheap; 
eat market, which is the funda- 
mental advantage of theoretical 
frea trade. : 

Yor instance, while an- article 
may be cheaper to purchase ia 
Belgium than In,.thia country, the 
British buyer fs no longer ublo 
to savo the difference since he 
muat pay in addition a sum to 
the British workman! for not mak- 
ing it In.the shape of the pr«- 
chasers’ contribution to the cost 
of unomployment reliaf. The fact 
that this contribution’ is Indirect 
merely obscures the payment. If 
these two costs of the article— 
the foreign price and the unem- 
ployment chnrge-—were merged in 
the price that had’ to be pald for 
the foreign article at the time of 
purchase it might becvme appar- 
ent to the buyer that {t was cheap- 
er, or as chenp in many cases, to 
purchose the. article fn’ Britain 
in. the first place,

W. M. Woodfull in scoring 166 
drew level with Vietor Trumper, 
having ‘scored six centuries in 
Test cricket. This is only an Aus- 
tralian record. «Hobbs has scored 
12% centuries for England. 

Australia scored 729 rung for 
six wickets declared. The pre- 
vious record tatal was set up by 
England at Sydney in 1928-9 
when the touring side knocked up 

» 636, 
At Leeds, 

Don Bradman scored 384, thus 
heating R. E. Poster's record of 
287 scored at Sydney in 1903-4. 

In partnership with . Kippax, 
Bradman put on 229 runs for the 
8rd wicket, beating the Austra- 
lian record of 207 scored by W. L. 
Murdoch and H, J. HH. Scott at the 
Oval in 1884, 

Bradman equalled the record of 
Uammond by scoring two double 
centuries in successive matches, 

Bradman equalled the records of 
Hobbs, Hammond and Macartney 
by scoring centuries in each of 
three successive matches. Hobbs 
has achieved this fear twice in 
his career, : 

By scoring a century befare 
lunch, Bradman equalled the re- 
cords of Tramper and Macartney.

A Brief Review. 

The Ashes have now changed 
hands and another serles of.

The Australians flelded an 
amazing batting aldo up against 
which our bowling was quelled. 
The style of the Australian bats- 
men was agalnst our bowlers, 1 
mean, quile naturally, the cold 
blooded opening partnershfps by 
Woodfull and Ponsford.

There is no evidence to justify 
the harsh things said of our at- 
tack, It bore up well under con- 
siderable pressure, but Bradman 
proved too strony for it, and it 
was on him that the England at. 

He made the runs of 
three ordinury men, 

The batting of the side has pro- 
duced scores that, outside the ab- 
normal in cricket, would have 
been large enough to tive the 
side victory. At Lord’s, remem- 
ber, England’s aggregate for the 
two innings was 800. At Leeds 
their first innings total was 391— 
yet the team had to follow on. - 

Bradman -Makes History. 

Of Bradman’s historic effort at 
Leeds nothing more can be said 
than that it is foolish to compnre 
him with anybody. Trumper and 
Macartney the models of an ear- 
lier generation, are often com- 
pared with him. It is sufficient 
that for devastating aggression, 
combined with flawless soundnogs, 


for dazzling footwork and amaz-’ 


ing power, for superb judgment 
and mental and physieal endur- 
aned, Bradman probably never 
had an equal, 

The question of how to get rid 


‘of Bradman quickly haa troubled 


the Selectors, the English players, 
and the cricket enthualasts. The 
xreater percentage of his shots 
are brought off by hia favourite 
hook shot. A minor percentage 
tire in the direction of third man 
und the remainder come from his 
defensive atroke which guides tha 
ball in the direction of long leg.

Peebles has certainly come to 
the front ns a leg-break bowler, 


‘who can not only turn the ball a 


fot, but keep a surprisingly good 
length, and get in an ocea- 
sfonul “yooyly!’ He took Brad- 
man’s wicket onte; he eaused him 
trouble twice; but he did not get 
him out twice. 

The cause of the uncertainty of 
the bowling has been due to tho]. 
too drastic changes in the attack 
after an unsatisfactory match. 
They appear to have been made 
with the idea of ‘providing pene- 
tration’ at the expense of atendi- 
ness, Robins should hava been 
given a further trial after his sue- 
cess at Nottingham. He would 
have lent a little strength to our 
batting and there is little doubt 
that it needed some strengthening 
of the tall. 


Heroes of the’ Hotir, 

A memorable series haa con- 
cluded fanning-the small flame of 
Bradman's renown into a rearing 
bonfire, Never before has an 
Australian side been so dominat:

THE LA PLATA. 
South American Music 
Is Popular, 


Washington, July 11. 

The sllvery La Plata has displaced 
the Blue Danube, and nights in the 
Andes are preferred to nights in 
Venice in muaic-lovers’ reverles as 
success crowns a five-year campaign 
or the Pan-American Unlon to popus 
larise the musle of Latin American 
composers. an : 

A veritable revolution in world 
concert music, marked by the ascen- 
dancy of American composers over 
European js In progress ag the 
Union arranges the {nternational 
brondcasting of the Fifticth Pan- 
American concert from Washingten. 

Director-general L. S. Rowe and 
the governing board of the Pan- 
American Union have given hearty 
aupport to the drive for musical 
Pan-Americanism, but it had its 
genesis in the enthuglasm of Frank- 
lin Adams, counsellor of the union, 
himself a mualclan, who, during 
years of travel {fn Latin America 
became famillar with the work of 
many composers virtually unknown 
to North America and Europe. 

Five years ago Adams began the- 
Inborious task. of assembling and 
securing rendition of the represen- 
tntive work of Latin American com- 
posers. Firat the ‘United States 
Army Band, then the Navy Band, 
and finally the Marinc Band were 
enlisted In concert programmes. 
Tho Army Band went to the Sevilla 
Exposition and made a “hit” that 
awakened tho enthualasm of Mother | 
Spain for Latin Amorican aira, 
Gradually there evolved In Washlng- 
ton the United Service Orchestrns, 
Including one hundred of the fincat 
mustctans in American uniform, 
devoted thua far entirely to tho: 
renjiltion of All-American concerts, | 
Army, Navy and Marines are re- 
presented. 

Brondeasting, first national then 
International of the Pan-Amorlean 
programmics contributed 10 a rapidly 
rising world voguo of Amorlean 
musiclans. The bands were alded 
hy individual lenders, pianists and 
operatte stara fromthe southern 
republica. A cultural solidarity of 
the Amorlean republics, droamed of 
alnco tha days of Simon Bolfvar and 
Henry Clay, wan on tho way to be- 
come na reality. 

Recently tho International radio 
bonrd allocated two = channela for 
tho Pan-Amorlean — programmes. 
Theso channola will be available at 
Intorvala not only to Washtngton 
but to cach of the Amorican capitals 
and the various national bands will 
liave an unprecedonted opportunity

The Pan-American programmes, 
before selected audicnves of Wash- 
ingtonians have produced a number 
of extraordinary hits, ranging from 
operntic. numbers to an occasional 
popular strect medicy, but the strike 
ing results have probably been 
largely due to the emphasis upon 
numbera directly ov Indirectly of in- 
digenous origin in «the Western 
Hemisphere Aztec, Mayan, Ican, 
Araucnnian Guarany, and Carib 
Themes have intrigued ‘the au 
dionces, Bandniasters devoted to 
Strauss and Sousa have discovered 
amazing merit In strange rhythms 
from Pre-Columbian days, .

Why Not A Juvenile Court?

$ it not time that this Colony came into line with the more ad- 
yanced‘of the British Colonies and established a Children’s Court? 

Week after week there are many very young children brought 
before the Courts on more or less serious charges, They have been 
| rorced by their relatives to steal or to carry, opiumitor to'do other 
things against the law of the Colony. They have to do it. If they 
do not they run the risk of receiving a severe chastisement from 
their relatives or guordians. If they do it and are found out they 
are brought before a Magistrate and, in the majority of cases, order- 
ed to receive so many atrokes of the cane. In time they become 
cane-hardened. They develop into hardened ‘young criminals 
through no fault except that of their own upbringing, ae 

We have a Society for the Protection of Children in the Colony. 
If it is to fulfil the splendid anima set out at its creation, why can- 
not it espouse, the cause of the'young boys and girls who have to 
appear before the various Magistrates for minor or even major 
offences? Why cannot it set the requisite machinery in force for 
the establishment of a Children’s Court, over which should preside 
not only an officer of the Crown but a lady unofficial Justice of the 
Peace? 

In an excerpt from 1 Home paper which we reproduce else- 
where in this issue, it stated that the most conservative of the Court 
officials are coming round to ‘the opinion that whipping, even as 0 
deterrent, is failure, The Fonchester Guardian, which is usually 
faivly rational on most questions except that of China, in which it 
is liable to be hopelessly morassed, says that the complete erasure 
of the caning from the Statute-book would be no loss. This must 
be the view of any who have studied the question of juvenile delin- 
quency in the Colony of Hong Kong. If a child is suffering from a 


sense of injustice through disobeying his.own relatives, and fs caned. 


by order of the Court, the impression of British justice left’ on his 
juvenile mind can be better imagined than described. He is between 
two stools, Either he has to ignore the“dictates of his nearest rela- 
tives or guardiarg or be punished; or he must run the gauntlet of 
the Courts and, if convicted, be ordered to receive so many strokes 
of the cane. In elther cnse he becomes an easy prey for those who 
would make of the children of the Colony not only first offenders but 
juveniles for ‘whom disgrace and punishment hold no terrors. 

{s this no desirable state of affairs for a British Crown Colony? 
Why not step in in good time to prevent many juveniles from being 
branded as criminals, mixing with tho most desperate characters 
in fall, learning thelr crooked ways, and growing up an encmy to 
all Jaw and order? oe j 

In some ccses, it is true, it is recommended that Juvenile offen- 
ders be sent to tho Walfs’ Homo or Club, But this fs not 
always feasible. What, then, have the juvenile offenders to do? 

It cannot bo expected that the averago Magistrate con have a 
sympathetic undorstanding of every case that comes before him. A 
apeelal study of the juvenile mind is essential if justice is .to be 
done, It seems do casy to dispose of a case by tho method of 
ordering a fow strokes of the cario. But—would a properly con- 
stituted Children’s. Court content {tself with: a similar order of. 
caning of, juveniles who. have no option but to commit o felony? 
Ok for the understanding heart that knows Juvenile frailties to the 
full and can make full allowance therefor! If we do hot desire our 
juvenile offendera to develop Inte hardened criminals, lot a Childron’s 
Court be established forthwith, and lot tho constitution’ of that 
Court include provision for ono or two Chinese or non-Chinese 
women in keoping with tho precedent elsewhere where Clifldren’s 
Courts aro held doily. At all coats wo muat save the children of to- 
day from becoming the Inmates of our jafie to-morrow: ;

If this endless 
warfare is prolonged. China will 
be reduced to such a state that 
her people will die in millions 
through sheer want, This has, of 


‘lcourse, happened before, but what 


happened would be a. mild state 
of affair compared. with what is 
bound to happen if the military 
lenders persist in ruining the 
country for their own personal 
gains and aggrandisement, -

During July, too, America will 
see the last of two other six- 
cylinder models now listed in the 
$1,000 class, This will make three 
of the sixes so Hated to disappear. 
The other one was displaced re- 
cently by a new six not at a lower 
but at a higher price, which placed 
it above the.$1,000 range. 

For the time being, the ongincer- 
ing departments appear to be con- 
centrating on eight-cylinder d¢- 
signs as a means of restoring the 
vars of medium price to the poai- 
tion they once held. It is conceded 
that the six has a definite place 
between the fours and the eights. 
In recent seasons, however, it has 
shown its greatest percentage of 
gain in the lower price division 
with resulting large volume.

in value of £802,039. 

In view of trading conditions 
generally, and the period of finan- 
cial difficulty recently experienced 
by an important market In particu- 
lar, the decrearo In British Exports 
of Motor Vehicles can be readily 
undoratood. %In_ this connection 
the figures are, 11,279, value 
£2,672,577, for the perlod January- 
April, 1980, 18 against 14,074, value 
£2,802,047, In 1929, The fact that 
the Export Trade can now be said 
to be on a firmer basis than’ pre- 
viously, in proved by the excess of 
Exports over Imports which, over 
the period mentioned this year, 
renehed 6,461, value £1,698,062, as 
compared with — 1,122, valuo 
_£1,066,083, in 1929. : 

The Export Trade is, In fact, 
atendily improving and in. many 
marketa there is to-day apparent 
an increasing demand for British 
agencies, and it can definitely bo 
said that the position Is far more 
stable than at any time since the 
war, ‘

PARKING IN PARIS. 


The liberty which Parisian 
motorists have enjoyed for ao many 
years of leaving their cars unat- 
tended for any length of time in 
any of the city streets has now 
been withdrawn by order of 
the — Prefect. In contral 
district around the Opers, 
the Gare St Lazare, and 
the Madeleine it is not permitted 
to leave cars unuttended between 
9 a.m. and noon from 2 to 7 p.m. 
An inadequate number of, parking 
stations has bean provided, some 
of these being free and others call- 
ing for o payment por hour, per 
day, or per year, the matter being 
left entirely to the choice of the 
motorist. 

Such a change has, not been 


a 


effected without friction and a con-| 


sidernble number of protests, 
which do not all come from 
motoristu. Business firms, and par- 
ticularly the proprietors of fashion- 
able tea shops, have discovered 
that business has dropped off now 
that their clients ure not allowed 
to drive up in their cars. The at- 
titude of most motorists is that if 
it ig necessary to mit the length 
of time during which thelr cara can 
be left on the avrects, a sufficient 
number of parking stations should 
be provided, and that all’ these 
should be free. 

A contract has beon signed ’be- 
tween the city and ao private com- 
‘pany whereby the latter has the 
right to charge a certain feo for 
tuking caro of motor. vehicles on 
the public parking places. It ia 
sought to justify this feo by thy 
fact that tho cnra are protected 
agalnat theft, but this argument 
fails to convince Parisian motor- 
ists, who point out that their cars 
are usually, insured ogainst theft, 
and that for years they havo bean 
left without any guardian. 

Large numbera of tkade assocla- 
tions aro protesting strongly 
agninat tho parking feo as an addl- 
tional charge on tho motorist, 
while one body ia attacking tho 
legality of tho monsure imposed. 
In two cnacs already tho highor 
courts havo decided’ that ‘mualci- 
palitios havo no logal right to exact 
a feo from owners who leavo their 
cars unattended on tho highway. 
If Paris succeeds in maintaining 
its paid parka, It {s almost cortain 
that every town and villngo 
throughout the country, whother or 
not St ja faced with traMc con- 
geatton, will solze on this menna 
of adding to ita rovonuc. 

In tho meantime {t must be ad- 
mitted that traMfic congestion has 
somowhat decroased: in the city of 
Parla, but this doubttess fs duo to 
the fact that motorlate profer to 
Jeave thelt care at home, rather 
than to quarrel with tho polloe— 
W.F.D. in the Autocar,

N.AAIL Cléerk Who 
Yielded to Temptation. 


.PLEA BY COUNSEL. 


Fitz Edward Schuster, lately 
clerk in the Navy, Army, and Air, 
Force Inatitwte, Duddell Street, 
agraln before Mr.

“There ix no doubt that he took the 
money,” ndded counsel, “but he fs 
a young man only 23, and had large 
aums of money passing through his 
hands, sometimes as much as 
$2,000. The temptation was thua 
very grent. 

“Tho misappropriation of — the 
money was bound to be found out,”

Mr, Prior continued. “It was bound 
to coms out within a few weeks. 
Thia Is, of course, defendant's first 
offence, nnd I don't think ho realised 
what a serlous matter it was. I 
think he realises it now, He wil, 
of course, lose his job, and almost 
certainly have to leave the Colony 
before he can get another gne, The 
prosecution are perfectly satisfied 
with no very lenient sentence, even 
if Your Worship wishes to bind him 
over or order rn small fine.”

Cafe Employees Charged 
for Trespassing. 


AT SHAMSHUIPO CAMP, 


Two “Chinese were yesterday 
charged .before Mr. 'T. S. Whyte- 
Smith, at the Kowloon Mogistracy, 
with trespassing at the Shamshui- 
po Military Camp at 7.80 p.m, on 
Friday, They pleaded “guilty” but 
anid that they were sent by tholr 
employer, the proprictrean of the 
Camp Cafe, on the Sheungshawan 
Rond, the encnmpment, to 
take in food to some soldiers Hving 
in the camp. 

Mr. F. Munford, who was pre- 
sent In Court, told the Magistrate 
that his wife ran the cafe, and last 
ovening supper was sent to the 
camp on the recelpt of “chits” from 
two soldiora stationed there. This 
hnd been done before and no ob- 
jection had been raised. It was 
done absolutely in ignorance of the 
fact that the Military authorities 
Usliked the practice. Had the 
enfe been informed of this they 
would not huve accepted orders 
frony the soldiers. 

Medical Officer's Objection. 

A Sergeant of the Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders said that 
the objection waa at the instance of 
the medica) officer at the camp who 
did not approve of the men eating 
certain food from outside. It was 
just a matter of safeguarding ‘the 
health of the men at the camp. 

Asked by the Magistrate how the

two accused managed to get past 
the sentry, the Sergeant said that 
they avoided him by. some means 
not discovered, Special watch had 
to be kept before the treapassers 
were caught on Friday night, after 
they had already entered. 


Sub-Inspecter Hourjhan sald 
that the Police at Shamshulpo Sta- 
tion had received numerous com- 
plaints from the camp authorities, 
but ns it was not known which 
catering establishment the trea- 
pussers came from they ‘could not 
issue any warning against the prac- 
tice of taking food Into the camp.

Discovery of Means of 
Detecting Them. 


Paris, July 16. 

By un accident, three scientists 
have discovered 2 meuns of regulat- 
ing the desert. A delicate at- 
moradiograph, the fruit of thelr 
subsequent experiments, henceforth 
will warn tribeamen, troops and 
voyagers of approaching san storms 
In ample time to seck shelter. 

Surveying the insect menace In 
Africa by means of a scientific out- 
post at the onsia of El Golen, the 
Fronchman Jean Lugeon, with. Dr. 
Nicola of Lausanne and Dr. Wald- 
mann of Zurich, aasociates, erccted 
an atmoradiograph for the purpose 
of observing the movements of fly- 
ing {nsect hordea through the 
desert air, During Octobar and 
November of lest yenr these ox- 
perlmenta wero enrried forward, 
resuming this spring. 

Like a Machine Gun 

Gn July 12, Dr. Lugeon detected 
n preullar nolse through the telo- 
phone apparatua connected with tho 
atmoradiograph. It wan, as he do- 
seribes ft, Hke tho steady rat-a-tat- 
tnt of an machinegun, and he re- 
coynised nt once that he was hear- 
ing romothing other than Insects. 
Investigation revealed that a sand- 
storm was rising on the desert. 

The threo explorors in the eld of 
atmonpherie acienco at once began 
atudying the problem from all 
napects, and at tha end of a week's 
timo wore able to produce an im 
proved ntmoradiograph, dasigned 
exprosaly for the detection of ap- 
pronching sandstorma,

UNAVAILING GRIEF. 


Penitence of Rykoy and 
Tomsky Not Accepted. 


Penitence for their violation of 
party discipline was expressed by 
M. Rykov and M. Tomsky, the lead~ 
ers of the Right ‘Opposition, when 
addressing the Congress of the 
Communist Party on July 3. 

Thely declarations, however, did 
not satisfy M, Stalin who said that 
the Party still distrusted their 
capitalistic tendencles.

Communist Congress Pleased. 

In closing its sixteenth conference 
the congress of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union unani- 
mously approved the party’s present 
policy, declaring that the malnten- 
ance of peace was the first requisite 
for Socinlist progress and welcom- 
ing the early settlement of the 
Manchurian dispute, 

The resolution also urged the 
further development of trade with 
other nations provided that the 
Communist basis In the Soviet 


Union remained intnct and ndvo- 
cated the intensification of the 
country's industrialigation so as to 
accomplish the five yease’ plan 
within four yoars.

LEPERS TRAINING. 


They Are Accustomed to 
Easy. Life, He Says. °° 


. Manila, August 9, .. 
The favourite clalm of the: health 
authorities that the scgregation of 
lepers prepara them for future Ufo 
when cured, by giving: them. prac- 
tieal prepatations along useful 
lines, was exploded to-day by Dr. 
Sutpicio Chiyute, formorly chief 
of the Culion leper colony, when 
he declared at the luncheon of the 
Anti-Leprosy soclety this noon, 
that the main causa of the ex- 
leper’s failure in life is his ab- 
horrence of work produced by his 
life in Cullon. : 

“Thoy find it oxtremely difficult, 
if not impossible to find a job. in 
the outside world, but those who 
are lucky'to Jand some work do 
not gonerally respond enthusiasti- 
cally to their opportunity in spite 
of the fact that they need em- 
ployment,” ha sald. He attributed 
thia reaction ‘on the part of the 
ox-leper to the idle life they have 
been allowed to lead in the colony. 
He sald: “My close observation of 
tho Hfe of lepers In segregation 
bears mo'in my conclusion that 
most of. them have been accustomed 
to a comparatively casy fo during 
their confincment, because the gov- 
vernment furnishes them with tho 
prime necessities of Hfe, such as 
shelter, food, clothing, medal caro, 
and treatment and oven gratuity 
should they bo entitled to it accord- 
ing to the regulations of tho colony. 
Ut {s this paternal attitude of the 
government toward lepers ‘that 
makes them shun work, that renders 
them accustomed to an {dle life, so 
that, when they are finally roleased 
from segregation, the majority of 
them find St ‘difficult to readjust 
thentselves in thoir now surround- 
ings.” : - 

He ulso pointed out that, often, 
{t Is bread-earners who are segre- 
gated, and tholr familles, with 
thelr wives unable “to bear tho 
responalbilltica, are expoacd to ovils, 
and often immorality, leading to the 
disruption of the family. He point 
ed out -that if tho social. workera 
can do anything to help the ox-lepor 
acquire a, now outlook, [t fs neces- 
eary for them to oxtond ald In tho 
form of soclal service work to tho 
fopor {rom the time of his release 
until he Is effictontly adjusted to the 
Uving conditions of tho outside 
world. The social workors should 
elso guide thosa dependent on tho 
segregated leper so that the sacred- 
ness of family tles aro preserved up 
lo tho time of the releasa. of tho 
leper, and that the latter, coming to 
his new Ifo, fs not broken-hearted 
because hls famitly has boon Alsrupt- 
ed, will-not ose the donire to 
struggto and will not sock rofugo in 
Culion again. This done, the work 
of rohablittation will bo less com-
